UNDERGROUND CITIES 


OF FEUDAL DAYS NOW 
DEFENSES OF GERMAN 


With the French Armies On the 
Some Nov. 13.—While the cave wai- 
fare which has been adopted by the 
Germans is their latest style of de- 
fensive 
tactics 
is being 
gre&tly 
facilitated at the southern extremity 
of the Franco-British offensive by the 
existence of caves dug by the Huge- 
| nonts, it is being even more facilitated 
i at the northern extremity of the '-bis 


I push" by the existence of entire under- 
! ground villages. 


The caves, cellars and vaults, dug 


by the Hugenonts in the province of 
Santerre, T)Oth for refuge and for con- 
cealing their valualbes, date back to 
the religious wars which were waged 
in France several centuries ago. 
CMa 
subterranean villages in the northern 
part of Picardy are of more antique 
origin and go back to feudal times. 


As a rule they are due into solid 
rock, and the French general stair 
has reason to believe that their ex- 
isterce was not only long ago known 
to Germans, but long ago counted 
upon "by the German general staff as 
a definite means for clinging onto the 
soil of France. 


Thert. is now every reason to be- 
lieve that the series of underground 
vila«es' in Picardy is to he utilized 
largely by the Germans in constituting 
a new line of defense against 
the 


Franco-British drive that has 
now 
pushed them entirely out of their 
three line trench defenses which they 
had regarded as absolutely untakablc. 
By a combination of circumstances, 


the immense navigable canal which 
was being dug in the northern part of 
France when the war began, 
and 


which was to 
have 
been 
one ci 
Franco's greatest inland waterways, 
skirts the district of underground vil- 
lages en the west and constitutes an 
additional asset to the Germans ior 
their new line of defense. This canal, 
starting from Peronne, where it was 
to connect with the Somme canal nl- j 
ready in existence, traverses the nor::i- 
ern half of the pathway of the allies 
offensive, cutting the Bapaume-Cam- 
brai road near Hovrine court.
